The figures of births and deaths shown in this statement 
For week ending the 9th June, 1951, relate to 200 
towns with an estimated population of 20,308 thousands. 
The total number of towns is 234 and their population is 
29,017 thousands. Thus 85% of the total number of towns 
representing 9J% of the total population is covered in this 
statement. Tlie numbers of births and deaths recorded in 
these towns were 14,431 and 8,550 representing birth and 
death rates of 28 • 5 and 10*9 per thousand of population 
respectively. 


(A) States (Parts A <6 0 ). — The data here relate 
to' 181 towns with an estimated population of 23,758 
thousands. Information about Assam could not 
be Included. The total numbers of towns 
la 202 and their population is 25,187 thousands. Thus 90% 
of the total number of towns representing 94% of the total 
population is covered. The numbers of births and deaths 


recorded in these towns were 13,241 and 7,900 representing 
birth and death rates of 29*0 and 17*3 per thousand of 
population respectively. The table at the end gives the 
position by States. 

Madras was the only town which had a high death rate 
of 50 ’9 per thousand of population and this high death rate 
was largely due to deaths from respiratory diseases and 
dysentery and diarrhoea. 

(5) States (Part B ). — The data hare relate to 
10 towns with an estimated population of 2 y 01O thousand*. 
The total number of towns is 32 and their population is 3,830 
thousands. Thus 59% of the total number of towns repre* 
seating 68% of total population is covered. The 
numbers of births and deiths recorded in these towns were 
1,190 and 050 representing birth and death rates of 23' 7 
and 13 0 per thousand of population respectively. 

No town reoorded a high death rate of 50 or over per 
thousand of 'population.
